started in one ol the hearths today, and 
the eight ot fiteain attracted a largo body 
of strikers. They made a hasty move- 
ment toward the gat3 and tho provost 
patrol hurriedly confronted them. Bayo- 
nets were brought to a charge and the 
men halted. The abrupt manner In 
which they were turned back caused 


jneiderable feeling. 
Since the soldiers have been confined 


to camp tbo sentiment between tuem 
and the strikers is becoming decidedly 
unfriendly. 
Among the symptoms of renewed ac- 


tivity at the milla todax was the onload- 
ing of a boat containing a large number 
of cots, camp supplies, etc., and orders 
were iBBUod to the superintendent and 
foremen of the different departments to 
report for duty tomorrow. 
Tho order brought about the reejB'ia- 


tion ot Allan Hubbard, foreman of the 
Plato department, who relnsed to work 
with non-union men.

thought. 


!)thers preferred not to express them- 
Belvee on the subject at all. Those who 
did have opinions and were willing to ex- 
iresa them were tbe following: 
W. W. Phillips, banker—I am in aym- 


patby with um-.ns when they keep with- 
n the bounds for which they were or- 
;anlzed—the protection of labor and the 
lerforrnance of benevolent work among 
iheir members. But when they dictate to 
.heir employers and violate the law by 
taking possession of their employers' 
aroperty, they should be held responsi- 
ble. 


F. M. Chittenden, real estate dealer— 


[ certainly do not approve of the men 
loldiop tho property of their employers, 
me there are many thing that should be 
taken into conaidoratiou in connection 
with this matter. It must be remem 
bered that theeo 'men have grown up 
from children in and around the works 
and know nothing else. They have 
come, in a way, to brfievo they are in 
terested iu the property. I do not be 
lieve in hastily condemning these men 
The laborer is aa important factor in th( 
prosperity ot our country and his need 
should receive tbe attention of the gov 
ermm-.nt.

Supervisor It. B. Batler—Workingmen 


have a right to organize, but not to pro 
vent other men from working. Tbs 
should not interfere with private prop 
orty, and ic ia tho duty of tho atate t 
protect property. 


Lmiia Einatein, banker—I believe in 


equal rights to employer aud employe 
but neither should impose upon th 
other. From tho schedule of prices, th 
Homestead men seem to he splendid! 
situated. It was most einphaticall 
wrong for thorn to withoid the work 
from their owners and to dictate to them 
whom they should employ. 


Supervisor T. 0. White—I think tb 


employer should have control of h 
property and tho right to close down 
110 Unds it necessary. 


U. B. Graham, attorney—I do not bi 


Hevo employes have a right to take poi 
session of their employer's property, n 
matter what tho business; nor have tuo 
any riitht to interlore with otbor men t 
work for whomsoever they please aud a 
wages agreed upon between thorn an 
the employer. Capital, however, is n 
greeaive und powerful and it ia in il 
power to oppress those,without moan 
Employers olten oppress tho pour, nn 
strikes for higher wages or to prevent 
reduction in wages, and banding togotbi 
in union* for tho purpose of preventin 
uch reduction, so fur ae can he dot 
Uhout violating the law. are, in in 
pitiiou, proper. Tho spirit that move 
lose persons and educated them to th 
elief that they have a right to take po 
eEeion of property grows out of tho p 
Heal situation. They have been tol 
nd made to believe that a protects 
grill system is for their benefit and tha

cts wrouuht by them for higher prici 
udor that ay stem. The men, therefor 
eally believe that tho gains thus mat 
eally belong to them und are partial 
ivested In the plants and business an 
.iat morally and legally they have 
iilht to control it to the extent of pr 
venting their employer from dlechargii 
torn and putting others in their place 
bus robbing them, ae they think, 
what they are justly entitled to.

Yesterday morning waa the time Bet 


for hearing the motion for a new trial ia 
the cases of George Green and Albert 
Laraeii, who had been found guilty of 
robbing a Chinese store at Savage, oil 
the Fresno river. 


Attorney I*. O. Freman read aflldaviti 


in support of ttie motion, showing that 
Cliff Kegau, who turned state's evidence, 
had made contrary statements at other 
times. The affidavits ahowed that on 
the same day, and shortly after Began 
had tsstified against Green in tbe su- 
perior court, he stated to Charles Em- 
ereon, Thomas Carr and Frank Williams 
that he had sworn to a lie. Hii words 
were: "I swore to a — He, but I wae 
crazy at the titno." 


Affidavits were alao read from the ae- 


fendant'a attorneys in tho case of Gretin, 
showing that tho court had limited 
them against their consent to one hour 
in which to argue tbair case to tho jury. 
It was further stated that the trial occu- 
pied five days and that the evidence was 
very voluminous, consisting of over 90,- 
000 words. This limitation, the attor- 
neys claimed, prevented a full and com- 
plete argument to tbe jury and waa 
prejudicial to the rights of tbe defendant. 


In support of this part of the motion 


Atlornev Freman cited the case of the 
People vs. Keenan, 13 Cal. 681. The 
court in this case uses the lollowiug 
language:

"It is, unquestionably, a constitutional 


privilege of tho accused to be fully heard 
by his counsel. An opportunity must

In the report of the state board of 


health for Jnne it is stated that the mor- 
tality reporta from 100 cities, towns, 
villages and sanitary districts, having an 
fl^rcftate population ef 78S.073, show 
1021 deaths from all causes during the 
month. The death rati per 1000 was" 
1.29, against 1.47 lor the eame month 


The report says: "Smallpox is not 


reported in California. It ifl, however, 
reported epidemic at Victoria, B. C., 
and although Oregon and Washington 
lie between UB and that point it may be 
necessary to place an inspector at the 
northern boundary of the etate to detain 
any persons showing symptoms of tho 
disease." 
Regarding the spread of cholera m 


Europe and Asia the report states that 
there IB danger of the disease being in- 
troduced hero, and advise cleanliness as 
a safeguard. Cholera is contracted by 
swallowing the geime in water and food, 
or after they have effected ft lodgment in 
the thront from a vitiated and poisoned 
atmosphere. 
Cholera has 


mocked at quarantine," says the report,

A NEW COHPOUrVTlON. 


Gold Should Hcmaln at Homo. 
XKW YOBK, July IS.—In the last two 


or three days six or eight of the big 
banks have taken steps to do all in their 
power to hinder eiporta of gold to Eu- 
rope. Tbe result has been a radical 
change in tlie manner in which snippers 
secure coin to be dispatched to the other 
side. The bankers are acting on the be- 
lief that exportation have reached a 
point beyond which it is not to the inter- 
ests of the country to go. Tho last $3,- 
300,000 In gold shipped came from the 
treasury as free gold, which amounted to 
$11,071,257, Tuesday. Under the sys- 
tem heretofore followed exporters wont 
to their Imnke and secured -gold certifi- 
cates, presenting them in turn at the 
eub-treaeury, and obtaining the precious 
metal in exchange. The effect was, to
